The votes of nine states being nec- 
essary to institute the wnion under 
the constitution, they were gotten 
in suceession, being laware. Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Georgia, CUon- 
necticut, Massachusetts, Maryland. 
South Carolina and New Hampshire. 
It will be noted, therefore, that Vir- 
ginia and New York ratified after 
the constitution had been virtually 
adopted and they participated witb 
the other nine states in the election 
of Washington as the first president 
of the United States and the first 
congress. North Carolina and Mary- 
land remained out of the Union until 


respectively. 

While all these proceedings were be- 
ing had in the United States the rulers 
and statesmen ef KMurope were curi- 
ous,observers of what the Americans 
were doing. Many of them ~/ere skep- 
tical of the ability of the thirteen as- 
soci@ted states to maintain their union 
as a nation and live in peace with 
each other and to enter into any other 
than mere trading relations with the 
Lritish Isles and the continent of Eu- 
rope.

their representative Savernments.

It Is a Supreme Law. 

One great fact about the consti- 
tution that many persons do not un- 
derstand, but that all should know 
and bow to, is that the constitution 
of the United States in all its contents 
is “the supreme law of the land.” It 
binds states, people, presidents, su- 
preme courts—every individual, organ- 
ism and official in the republic. 

The county constable at the cross- 
roads is as much bound to obey and 
enforce that constitution as is the 
president of the nation. 

Because of that all-inclusive char- 
acter of the constitution it is the duty 
of every good citizen to know the 
contents of the doeument and to see 
to it that it is not omitted from the 
studies of his children. 

It is especially needful that the for- 
eigners coming into our population 
from other nations should be com- 
pelled to get themselves instructed in 
the principles, permissions and pro- 
hibitions of the national charter.

to boast of their ignorance of this 
branch of science, and there are still 
extant a few cultured asses who at- 
tempt to cover their educational short- 
eomings hy uttering some facetious 
banality about “innards” when they 
are compelled toe refer to human or- 
gans. “Obviously the functions on 
the body are not fit subjects for litera- 
tute,” wrote a late Victorian pub- 
lisher, laying. down‘ the principles of 
literary hi for aspiring authors, 
“nor is any allusion to them which 
is avoided in polite society.” But such 
sheer snobbery need not cramp one’s 
style today, for no allusions are 
avoided in polite society. : 

I find some food for optimism on a 
question I am generally pessimistte 
about, in the increasing number of 
inquiries from readers in recent years 
for a good elementary textbook of 
physiology. Not only school people 
but just plain folks seem to de- 
veloping a healthy desire for better 
knowledge of this branch of science. 
If the functions of the body are not 
as fit subjects for. literature as the 
process of the suns, as the erotic fan- 
tasties of Mr. Shakespeare, or Mrs, 
Bestcellar, literature must be growing 
exclusive. 

The best textbook of physiology |! 
have found is that written by William 
H. Howell, Ph. D., M. D., S .. Li. 
D., and published by Seuadeul I’hila- 
delphia. Dr. Howell's beok is intended 
for college students. If Dr. Howell 
would turn his hand to it, [ believe 
he could give the world something 
the world needs, a good elementary 
physiology book for plain people. 

Somehow physiologists who are com- 
petent to write. good popular works 
on physiology don’t write ’em. Per- 
haps they do not care to contend with 
the ‘obstacles the author of such a 
book has to surmount in order to get 
his book printed—there are a surpris- 
ing number of proprietary interests 
whose prosperity depends on keeping 
the general public ignorant of physi- 
ology. The general public little knows 
the extent of the propaganda main- 
tained by such interests in regard to 
food, raiment, shelter, soap, water, 
air, medicine and other subjects the 
author of such a book might inad- 
vertently touch upon. 

Textbooks in use in elementary and 
high schools usually include bits or 
smatterings of physiology incidentally 
in a vague course in “health.” A fair 
specimen of such textbooks is the 
“Healthy Living” series of C. A. Win- 
slow, D. P. H.. a different book for 
each grade, This author solemnly de- 
scribes the skin as an “exeretory or- 
gan,” which isn’t so but doubtless 
wins thg@gapproval of proprietary in- 
terests @#ith a stake in this popular 
misconc®ption. Such interests are al- 
ways represented on schoole boards 
and have some influence in selecting 
school textbooks. 

I know of no other good physiology 
book than Howell’s that I can recom- 
mend. Howell's textbook is excellent 
as it stands, for readers of collegiate 
capacity, but some student with a 
knack for condensing and simplifying 
should collaborate with Howell in the 
production of an everybody's edition 
of this cPassic, and everybody's edition 
of Howell would come pretty close to 
being literature. I am bold to think.

He lost because the years had 
robbed the sweeping right hand of a 
tiny bit of its steadiness, strength and 
cunning.

In the second set today the Johnston 
drive lacked little of its old-time pow- 
er and he won it at 6-2 before the 
strain began to tell. It was only the 
second set Lacoste had lost in the 
tournament.

[AID TO TIGER 


Baltimore, September 16.—(/)— 
The third murder within less than a 
month to be attributed to bootleggers 
has been revealed by the discovery of 


the headless body of J. Athey Ker- 
ner, 22-year-old chemist and_ graduate 
student of Johns Hopkins thiversity, 
who disappeared June . 

Kerner’s body was found in a 
state forest reserve near here by a 
boy camper. One of Kerner’s friends, 
Edward A. Rupp, declared he believed 
the chemist was murdered by boot- 
leggers to whom he had refused to 
give a formula for removing the pol- 
son from industrial alcohol. Mrs. 
Andrew Kerner, his mother, also said 
she feared bootleggers were respon- 
sible for his death. 

Vernon Selbe, a boy still in his 
teens, told police that he and his 
cousin, Gordon Selbe, some time ago 
had found a’ human head while camp- 
ing near the spot where the body 
was discovered. He said they had 
placed it in a box outside their tent 
to dry. Later the head, in the cheek 
of which was a long gash, was stolen 
from the box, he said. Police 
lieve it was that of Kerner. 

Identification of the body was made 
shortly after its discovery late yester- 
day by means of letters found in the 
pockets of the weatherbeaten clothing, 

Commenting on his friend’s disap- 
pearance, Rupp said: 

“Kerner said the bootleggers were 
after him all the time. Working with 
alcohol and knowing so much about 
it, he had perfected the poison ex- 
traction formula. That is why I 
think the bootleggers killed him—be- 
cause he would not give up his se- 
cret.” 

Kerner graduated from Johns Hop- 
kins university in 1925 and contin- 
ued there as a graduate student while 
working as a research chemist for 
an industrial alcohol company. 

A little more than three weeks ago 
two men—John C. Harrahy and 
Chester Pugh—died here from bruises 
and burns after being waylaid on a 
lonely road, beaten, and left to die 
in a burning house. Police believe 
they were victims of a bootleg war. 

Boy Scouts today turned over the 
head to police. They found it in the 
woods, they said, and believing it was 
used by some medical student, kept it 
as a curio,

Oil Shares Soft. 


Oil shares were sort. Oil men here 
are making no secret of the fact that 
earnings of the oil companies for the 
third quarter will make a much poorer 
showing than those for the second 
quarter, which were yery bad. From 
time to time there is good buying in 
spots in the good oil shares which 
have had a very serious price decline. 
At regular intervals, however, some- 
body high in the industry comes out 
with a very pessimistic statement. the 
last being President Teagle, of Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey. on returning 
from abroad. to the effect that over- 
production of crude oil here was hurt- 
ing foreign as well a; domestic com- 
panies, with no one as yet having dis- 
covered an effective method of check. 
ing overproduction. 

Cotton prices were off again on the 
statement issued by the bureau o/ 
agriculture economies of the depart- 
ment of agriculture that “it is likelw 
that prices will decline in the next 
few months.’”’ The feeling in Wall 
street is that such statements should 
not come from the government, but 


‘be left to independent market observ- 


ers. A great deal of criticism is being 
voiced here with Washington — infor- 
mation to the effect that Secretarv 
Jardine, of the department of agricul 
ture, was about to issue a statement 
on the subject. 

Some stock market observers are 
of the Lelief that there has recently 
been heavy selling of General Motors 
hy insiders, with the big outside pub- 
lie buying. The feeling is that insid- 
ers have been taking advantage of 
the splitup in General Motors and 
also the fact that Ford, for the hest 
part of this year, has been in the hos- 
pital as far as production is con- 
cerned, Today's statement of Genera) 
Motors’ August sales to dealers shows 
a high record of 155,000 against 136,- 
000 for July and 134,000 for August 
of last year, with sales of dealers to 
the public at 158.000 against 154,000 
for July and 122,000 for August of 
last year. 

Switch Now Seen. 


In connection with 
the feeling in Wall street is’ that Gen- 
eral Motors sales cannot hold up to 
the existing high level with Ford 
again back in the game with his new 
model, In some quarters the belief 
is expressed that insiders in General 
Motors are switching to Steel com- 
mon. After September 25 General Mo- 
tors will have 17,400,000 shares of 
common stock outstanding against the 
existing 8,700,000. On June 30, 
company had an accumulated surplus 
of $164.000.000. The Steel corpora- 
tion after its 40 per cent stock divi- 


dend has only 7,000,000 shares of com- | 


mon stock outstanding and with an 
accumulated surplus of $553,000.000.
